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TESTS OF ARMOR PLATE. 


A 12-inch and an 8&inch plate, which had formed parts 
of groups of armor manufactured by the Carnegie Com- 
pany, and which had been rejected by the Ordnance 
Inspector on account of defects, were fired at the Indian 
Head Proving Grounds, on Wednesday. The primary 
object of the test was to ascertain what the’ shells could 
do against plates of the double forged character. The 
most the 12-inch shell could do was to break off a corner 
of the plate, through the impact, and the 8-inch shells 
produced a back bulge. As a result of the trial, Capt. 
Sampson proposes to change the specifications for the 
ballistic test of shells for acceptance so as to give the 
manufacturers a greater chance of having their product 
pass the required trial. The 12-inch shell was a Wheeler- 
Sterling experimental projectile and was manufactured 
under the contract entered into between the Government 
and the Wheeler-Sterling Company last November. It 
was given a velocity of 1,800 feet per second and struck 
the plate in the upper right hand corner, breaking off a 
section. It broke into fragments, but portions of the 
shell sueceeded in getting through and fell behind the 
structure. Had this plate been supported by others, as on 
board ship, ordnance experts say that the shell would 
have done no damage, but would have smashed up on 
the face of the plate. 

Two 8-inch shells were fired, one of the Wheeler-Ster- 
ling type, and the other of the Carpenter variety. Both 
shells penetrated the plates several inches, producing a 
back bulge and breaking up, the bases falling in frag- 
ments in front of the structure. Capt. Sampson con- 
cluded, as a result of these tests, that it would be neces- 
sary to increase the velocity for firing 12-inch shells in 
ucceptance tests from 1,662 feet per second, for which 
the contract now calls, to 1,850 feet per second, and for 
the 8-inch shell the velocity would have to be much 
higher in proportion. We are told that the shell manu- 
facturers informed the Department last November, be- 
fore the contract was entered into, that they felt sure of 
their ability to maufacture shell which, with forty per 
cent. more velocity than the old requirements called for 
in testing projectiles against oil-tempered plates, would 
be able to penetrate to the length of their own caliber 
into a harveyized plate. The Department considered 
this statement somewhat exaggerated, but took the man- 
ufacturers at their word and made specifications in ac- 
cordance with it, increasing the velocity, however, ten 
per cent. greater than they asked. The experiments 
which are now in progress at the proving grounds are 
for the purpose of developing a temper in the shell which 
will perforate the double forged armor. The results 
have so far been a complete victory for the armor, and 
speaks well for the character of plate on board our 
modern men-of-war. 

In addition to the tests mentioned at the proving 
grounds, a sample of 6-inch smokeless powder was fired, 
which gave a velocity of 2,600 feet per second. A burst- 
ing charge of smokeless powder was placed in a 6-inch 
shell and fired. The results showed that the smokeless 
powder had a greater bursting energy than the ordinary 
powder, but the advantage is not great enough to com- 
pensate for the extra expense in its manufacture to 
which the Government would be put in case it decided 
upon its adoption for this purpose. 


The “‘New York Tribune” has discovered some unusual 
preparations in the way of shipping grain from this 
country to South Africa, and draws the conclusion that 
England is preparing for an expedition against the 
Boers. At Brooklyn the great freight steamship West- 
meath is stowing away an immense cargo of grain, which 
will be carried in sacks, not in bulk, with several tiers of 
sack grain on top to prevent shifting, as grain cargoes 
are usually stowed. In order to do this the expense of 
loading is largely increased. The grain is all weighed 
in the hold, and this requires six scales, six weighmasters 
and sixty-six ’longshoremen, divided into three gangs of 
twenty-two men each besides foremen, Altogether there 
are 18,625,000 pounds of grain. The “Tribune” says: 
“This bagging of the Westmeath’s cargo is clearly indica- 
tive of the fact that it will be discharged at some port 
where there are no ordinary facilities for the discharging 
of grain. The sailors say that it will have to be taken 
into the interior on the backs of mules. If she were to 
discharge at Cape Town there would be no need to bag 
the grain, as there are excellent facilities at that port for 
the discharging of vessels. At Port Natal, Delagoa Bay 
and Algoa Bay the case is entirely different. The east 
coast of Africa is about the worst in the world. The 
unbroken sweep of the mountainous waves that come 
tumbling in before the southeast gales have left the bones 
of more ships on that bleak coast than can be found on 
any other in the world, perhaps, the general volume of 
trade and recent settlement being taken into considera- 
tion. Most of the ports are open roadsteads, and landing 
is so difficult that the passengers on the Peninsular and 
Oriental steamers, and, in fact, on all vessels trading on 
the coast, are put on and off in huge baskets or similar 
devices slung on tackles attached to the boom ends. 
This is necessary because of the ceaseless rolling of ves- 
sels at anchor.” 

Lieut. Gen. John M. Schofield, U. S. A., retired, is 
being talked of as a possible candidate for the Chicago 
convention. Senator Brice, of Ohio, thinks he would be 
a good candidate, and other Democrats of more or less 
prominence and of both gold and silver persuasion, be- 
lieve with him that Gen. Schofield would make a good 
race. It is claimed that Gen. Schofield would be able 
to take away from McKinley some of the old soldier 
votes which will undoubtedly be cast for him if Adlai 


E. Stevenson or Boies is nominated. Maj. McKinley 
has a good war record and the conservative Democrats 
are agreed that if Democracy is to stand any show at 
all in November, a man must head the ticket who-has. 
first, no record on finance or free trade, and second, one 
who can catch the old soldier vote. Gen. Schofield, they 
state, fills these requirements. He has never expressed 
himself on the financial question, and his career in the 
Army would, it is thought, be a sort of attraction to 
Grand Army members generally. It is true that Gen. 
Schofield’s politics are not known, but it is thought that 
he would be able to administer a wise policy under Dem- 
ocratic principles if he were placed in the Presidential 
chair by the Democracy. 

There is some doubt, however, whether Gen. Schofield 
woud accept the nomination, even if it were tendered to 
him. Gen. Schofield, his friends say, appreciates as 
every one else does, that Democracy stands a small 
show of electing its candidate. The Populists are also 
discussing the availability of Gen. Schofield as a candi- 
date. It might be a good idea for all three parties to 
unite upon him. 


Mr. Henry L. Scott, president of the Union Iron 
Works, was in conference on Wednesday with Secretary 
Herbert in regard to the charges made by a disaffected 
employé of his establishment, of fraud in connection 
with the battleship Oregon. Upon the conclusion of the 


conference, Secretary Herbert stated to the representa- . 


tive of the “Army and Navy Journal” that the firm 
was evidently not to blame. Some days ago he received 
a report from the Board of Inspection and Survey, 
which tried and examined the Oregon, stating that the 
contract had not been fulfilled in the matter of eight 
plates on the herth deck of the protective deck. The 
contract required these plates to be 1% inches in thick- 
ness. The board found that two plates had been sub- 
stituted, one under the other, the first 144 inches thick, 
and the other 4 of an inch thick. Secretary Herbert 
said that this was more expensive than the single plates. 
The officials of the Union Iron Works knew nothing 
about the matter. One of the foremen employed in the 
yard had utilized the plates there to take the place of 
the eight regular plates, and this matter coming to the 
attention of an employé, who afterwards had trouble 
with the foreman, the latter wrote to the Secretary in 
regard to it. The Union Iron Works has already or- 
dered the plates required to take the place of those to 
which the Department has taken exception. The Sec- 
retary anticipates that the full report of the Board of 
Inspection and Survey will confirm the special report 
made by the board on this matter. 





In the “Journal” of April 18, page 593, we published 
the bill “to promote the efficiency of the militia,” pre- 
pared by Gen. Doe, Assistant Secretary of War, and 
introduced into the Senate on the 14th of April, by Gen. 
Hawley. On Tuesday, the 2d of June, Gen. Hawley re- 
ported this bill to the Senate from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, with some amendments. Section 9 is 
changed so as to require the President, in case of neces- 
sity, to “make requisition” for troops upon the Governor 
or Governors, instead of authorizing him, as in the origi- 
nal draft of the bill, to issue his orders direct to officers 
of the organized militia. Section 16 provides an 
annual appropriation of $400,000 for the militia, and it 
is altered so to provide that the proceeds from the sale 
of obsolete material shall be covered into the Treasury 
instead of being added to the appropriation for militia, 
From Section 22 is stricken out the authority given to 
the Governor in the original bill to give officers of the 
Army detailed to militia duty commissions in the Na- 
tional Guard. Section 23 is amended so as to permit 
any organizations of the militia, and not artillery organi- 
zations alone, te use U. 8. forts for drill. The require- 
ment that this drill shall not be less than five consecutive 
days is stricken out. Section 26 is amended to 
read as follows: “That Section 1,625 to 1,661, both 
included, being the whole of title sixteen of the Revised 
Statutes relating to the militia, and Section 1,667 in title 
seventeen, and the Act of February 12, 1887, amenda- 
tory of said Section 1,661, and all acts or parts of acts 
inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed.” 

The War Department has received from Maj. G. V. 
Furey, in charge of the General Quartermaster’s Depot, 
in Philadelphia, a statement as to the bids received last 
week in answer to advertisements calling for 12,000 
caps, to be manufactured in accordance with new speci- 
fications prepared at the Department. From this state- 
ment, it appears that the Manhattan Supply Co., of 
New York, made the lowest bid of sixty-one cents per 
cap, and it has accordingly been awarded the contract. 


With Congress out of the way and the Cuban question 
quietly simmering in the hands of the diplomatic agents 
of the Government, the Department feels that it can 
relax its watchfulness a little and permit Adml. Bunce 
more leeway with his squadron. For the present. at 
least, Adml. Bunce will continue to make his base 
Tompkinsville, and make short cruises as he originally 
intended. Later, however, the programme calls for a 
cruise along the New Englard Coast, and participation 
with the officers taking a course of instruction at the 
War College, which was formally opened Wednesday 
by an address delivered by Assistant Secretary 
McAdoo. 


It is the expectation of officers on duty at the War 
Department that the official order assigning new com- 
manders to Fort Myer and Fort Leavenworth will be 


promulgated in a day or so. Lieut. Col. 8S. S. Sumner, 
6th Cav., who is promoted to the grade of Colonel by the 
retirement of Col. David S. Gordon, will succeed tha 
officer in command of Fort Meyer. Maj. H. Carroll, 
ist Cav., will be promoted to the vacancy created by 
the promotion of Lieut. Col. Sumner, and will be ag. 
signed to the 6th Cav. and the command of Fort Leg. 
venworth. Upon the retirement of Col. Henry W. Clos. 
son, on the 6th instant, orders will be issued promoting 
Lieut. Col. Francis L. Guenther, 5th Art., and assigning 
him to the 4th Art. and to the command of the Wash. 
ington Barracks. 








Since the abandonment of Fort Townsend and its sub. 
sequent return to the jurisdiction of the War Depart. 
ment, vandals in the vicinity have been attempting the 
destruction of some of the Government works ther. 
For their protection the War Department issued orders 
during the past week to Gen. Otis directing him to detaij 
a force to proceed to the reservation and encamp ther. 
From this action, it is very evident that Fort Townsenj 
will be used by the Department, but more by the engi- 
neer corps in the matter of fortifications, it is expected, 
than anything else. 





Gen. John Walker Barriger, Col. Sub. Dept., U. 8. A, 
was, as had already been foreshadowed, retired at his 
own request, June 1, under Sec. 1,244, R. S., thus anti- 
cipating his retirement for age on July 9 next, and per. 
mitting Lieut. Col. Thomas Wilson, of the Sub. Dept, 
whose retirement for age will occur next week, June 10, 
to be promoted to Colonel. This is an occasion for 
which both of these distinguished officers are to be con- 
gratulated. Gen. Barriger was graduated in 1856 an) 
promoted to the 2d Art. In 1861, at the outbreak of 
the war, he was appointed to the Subsistence Depart. 
ment and rendered conspicuous service in many respon- 
sible positions. From 1863 to 1865 he was Chief Con- 
missary of the Army of the Ohio. He received the 
brevet of Captain for his gallantry at Bull Run, and the 
brevets of Major, Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel, and Brig- 
adier General for faithful and meritorious services dur 
ing the war. He attained his Colonelcy Oct. 8, 1894, 
and the active service loses in Gen. Barriger an exper. 
ienced, able, and most conscientious officer. We referre! 
last week to the approaching retirement of Gen. Thomas 
Wilson and to his splendid record of service dating from 
1853. Both have our best wishes for their future hap 
piness and comfort in that retirement which they have 
earned so well.

Another soldier to another countryman: “How much 
for an orange?” 

“Twenty-five cents.”

Circular Letter—Recruiting Service. 

1. At a city recruiting station where there is no med- 
ical officer of the Army to examine applicants for enlist- 
ment, recruits who, having been duly examined by the 
recruiting officer, have been enlisted and sworn into 
service (A. R. 842), will be re-examined by a civilian 
physician before leaving the station for rendezvous or 
regiments, and before any clothing is issued to them. 
This re-examination will be made as soon as practicable 
after enlistment, and always before the expiration of the 
tri-monthly period within which the oath is administered. 
The accounts of physicians for such examinations will 
be prepared by the recruiting officers in accordance with 
A. Re 1,458, on forms supplied by the Surgeon General. 

2. The physician who makes the re-examination will 
record the result thereof in the proper space on the back 
of the “form for the physical examination of a recruit,” 
and specify therein all defects discovered in his examina- 
tion not reported by the recruiting officer. 

The recruiting officer will indicate by a notation in red 
ink, over his signature, on the top of an enlistment pa- 
per, when and by what physician the re-examination was 
made, the result thereof, and all defects discovered not 
already noted. 

3. If the result of the physician’s examination be fa- 
vorable, the examination form will be sent without delay 
to the Surgeon General, and the recruit will be disposed 
of in accordance with existing instructions. 

If the opinion of the physician be that the recruit is 
disqualified for the service, a certificate of disability (A. 
R. 154), signed by the physician and the recruiting offi- 
cer, with the examination form, will be forwarded by 
the recruiting officer direct to the Adjutant General of 
the Army, with full report of the facts and the officer's 
opinion as to whether, or not, fraud was practiced by 
the recruit to secure his enlistment, and the recruit will 
be held at the station to await the action of the War 
Department. 

4. Before an application for special authority to make 
an enlistment or re-enlistment is forwarded to the Adju- 
tant General of the Army by a recruiting officer, the ap- 
plicant will be subjected to the examination required to 
precede enlistment, and the result of such examination 
will be stated in the application.

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The battleship Massachusetts is to be placed in commis- 
sion at League Island, June 15. The vessel will be 
ready to be turned over to the government on the 10th 
instant, and between that date and the day when she is 
placed in commission the government officers will be 
busily engaged in getting her in shape for the reception 
of her officers and crew. Preparatory orders have been 
issued to the officers who are to perform this duty. Capt. 
Frederick Rogers is to command the ship. His execu- 
tive officer will be Lieut. Comdr. C. H. Arnold; navi- 
gator, Lieut. G. L. Dyer, and these watch officers: 
Lieut. H. Morrell, Lieut. T. M. Potts, Lieut. P. V. Lans- 
dale, Lieut. A. P. Niblack, Ensign W. S. Montgomery. 
The medical officer will be Surg. C. A. Siegfried and the 
paymaster Paymr. T. 8S. Thompson. The engineer force 
will consist of Chief Engr. H. S. Ross, P. A. Engr. T, W. 
Bartlett, P. A. Engr. C. H. Hayes, and Asst. Engr. R. 
HI. Chappell. In addition to the officers named, Chap- 
lain W. G. Isaacs, Boatswain Stephen McCarthy, Gun- 
ner F. H. Whitney and Carpenter J. S. Waltemeyer 
have been given preparatory orders td the new battle- 
ship. On account of the difficulty in enlisting men, the De- 
partment is unable to assign a full crew to the Massachu- 
setts. Only about two hundred will be ordered to duty 
on board this vessel, when the number she actually re- 
quires is 450. The Department would not put. her in 
commission at this time were it not for the fact that it 
is cheaper to have her in service than to keep her tied 
up to the dock and thus incur expenses of wharfage, 
watching, ete. She will be kept at League Island until 
her complement of men is filled, when she will be as- 
signed to the North Atlantic Squadron. 


A statement of the names suggested for new naval ves- 
sels is on file with Mr. Micou, the chief clerk of the De- 
partment, and will be submitted to the Secretary when 
that official begins consideration of the matter. In antici- 
pation of the authorization by this Congress of battle- 


ships, several Congressional delegations have recom. 
mended that the name of their respective State 
selected for éne of the vessels of this type. The presey 
Secretary of the Navy, however, will hardly have th 
honor of christening any of the battleships to be autho,. 
ized at this session, unless he acts as he did in th 
matter of the Kearsarge and Kentucky, and name they 
at the time their keels are iaid down. Senator Hijj 
some months ago, made a strong recommendation to th 
Navy Department that a vessel be named “Albany” j 
honor of the capital of New York. Unfortunately they 
is no vessel unnamed or prospective of a sufficiently 
high class to which the name “Albany” can be appliq, 
Under the law, battleships shall be named for Staty 
cruisers for large cities, gunboats for small cities, ay 
torpedo boats in honor of distinguished characters ‘n thy 
nation’s history. If Congress should ever authorize th 
construction of another cruiser, Albany’s claim will j 
all probability be given favorable consideration, althong 
she will find warm competitors in St. Louis, Clevelan 
Omaha and Denver, each of which is backed strong 
for this honor. The Department has an ample nom! 
of names suggested for the gunboats and torpedo boa 
to be launched this summer and fall, from which 
make selections. Six gunboats are now under constry 
tion, one of which is to be transformed into a training 
ship for the naval cadets if the House accepts an amen 

ment to this effect made by the Senate. For the hon

Chattanooga, Wheeling, Kenesaw, Birmingham, Ge 
mantown, Chelsea, Lexington, Gloucester, Tacom 
Bridgeport, Vicksburg, New Bedford, New London, Mx 
ietta and Allegheny are contestants.

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BUENA VISTA AND ITS LESSON. 

udge Walter Clark, of North Carolina, who has re- 
ceitly visited Mexico, furnishes the “Arena” with a 
series of articles on Mexico in midwinter, which would 
be much more valuable as a record of experiences if 
they were not so obviously colored by his prejudices in 
favor of free silver. An unbiased statement of facts 
concerning the industrial and monetary systems of Mex- 
ico, such as we have a right to ask of a judge, would be 
a valuable addition to the discussion concerning gold and 
silver now distracting the country. Instead of this the 
learned judge gives us his opinions, which we do not 
care for, as he is not an authority on finance, and the 
few facts he favors us with do not fit these opinions. It 
would appear, however, from what he tells us in the June 
number of the “Arena” that labor is very low in Mexico, 
and other things very high, and this is not precisely the 
millennial condition which he assumes in his argument. 
The facets given are too few, however, to form any cer- 
tuin conelusion as to this. Perhaps he omits them be- 
cuuse he finds it difficult to fit them to his conclusions. 

We turn to the article of Judge Clark not to discuss 
financial theories, but because of the reference it con- 
tuins to our military history as connected with the battle- 
ficlds of Mexico. Its author recalls the experience of 
Gen. Worth, who, instead of charging up the streets 
of Mexico with the frightful losses sustained by our 
other columns, “hit upon the plan Marshal Lannes had 
adopted at the siege of Sargossa in 1810, and cut his way 
through house after house to the Central Plaza, and 
thus compelled a surrender.” The fact is also recalled 
that Buena Vista—fought Feb, 22 and 23, 1847—not only 
made Taylor President, but also made his second in 
command, Gen. Joseph H. Lane, later a candidate for 
Vice-President, and gave to Col. Jefferson Davis, Gen. 
Taylor’s son-in-law, the prestige which carried him into 
the United States Senate, made him United States 
Secretary of War, and finally President of the Southern 
Confederacy; while Gen. Taylor’s remark to the Captain 
ot a battery, “Give them a little more grape, Capt. 
Bragg,” started a popularity which ultimated in putting 
the latter in command of the Confederate Army of the 
West, “in which position his marked incapacity and de- 
fects enabled him to damage the Confederacy more than 
uny General that ever was opposed to him.” This judg- 
ment on Bragg, it will be observed, is that of a Southern 
man. 

The battle we call Buena Vista is known to 
the Méxicans as that of “Angostura,” or The Narrows. 
“Thus, during our late war, nearly every battlefield had 
a different name given it by the opposing sides, and 
Waterloo, which is known by that name to the English, 
is known as Mont St. Jean to the French, and La Belle 
Alliance to the Germans.” In Gen. Taylor’s selection 

this battlefield Judge Clark finds high proof of 
his “splendid ability as a soldier.” The plain where the 
battle was fought is divided by an impassable gulley, and 
on one side of this is a long and very steep ridge running 
so far out into the plain as to leave only a narrow pas- 
sige between the end of the ridge and the gulley. “This 
ridge was crowned with artillery, and breastworks were 
thrown up. Here, if anywhere, his 4,700 volunteers 
could hold in check Santa Anna’s 22,000. The conflict took 
place on Feb. 22 and 23, 1847. The only hope possible 
for the Mexicans was to break through our lines on the 
extreme left at the foot of the mountain, and to take us 
in the rear by a force passing through a gap some miles 
further on near Saltillo. Both attempts were made, and 
twiee the battle seemed lost. Col. Bowles’ 2d Indiana, 
which was broken by the enemy’s masses, in the fight 
ran squarely into the enemy’s column, which, having 
come through the pass, had taken us in reverse. One 
account says that it was the utter abandon of these 
fugitives in running into them, and which the Mexicans 


mistook for a most reckless charge, which put this flank- 
ing column in our rear to-night. However that may be 
there was enough gallant fighting and bloodshed on both 
sides. The Americans had the decided advantage in posi- 
tion, and they held it by a close margin.” 

A Mexican account of this battle, published in Span- 
ish in 1848, states that “the ground which had to be 
passed over was formed of extensive and broad plains in 
which it would not have been possible to resist the vigor- 
ous shock of our (the Mexican) troops, especially of our 
beautiful cavalry. But where the enemy had .halted to 
give battle, two successive series of hills and barancas 
began which formed a position truly formidable. Each 
hill was fortified with a battery, and ready to deal its 
murderous fire upon any attempting to take it. The 
position presenting serious obstacles to an attack, mani- 
fested very plainly that for the Mexicans to gain a 
victory, they would have to sustain a heavy loss in men.” 
We are further told by this Mexican historian that the 
Mexicans endeavored to seize one of the hills not then 
occupied, but Gen, Taylor was too quick for them. Then 
followed a fierce struggle, which resulted in the Ameri- 
cans giving way, “their soldiers retreated and ours (the 
Mexicans). scaled a summit as desperately defended as 
intrepidly won.” Night ended this attack, and when it 
was resumed in the morning again, as we are told by 
this Mexican chronicler, the Americans gave way. But 
“the Americans rallied on the next hilltop, having for 
a trophy one piece of cannon and three flags.” 

Describing the conclusion of the engagement the 
Mexican author says: “After the second combat, which 
was in the morning between 10 and 11, a light drizzling 
rain fell. Our troops now took some rest, and at 12 re- 
turned to march again upon the positions of the enemy. 
The Sappers, and other corps, who were in reserve, hav- 
ing at this time already turned to engage in the battle, 
Gen. Taylor believed our left was weak. He therefore 
advanced some forces in that direction, who met with 
an unconquerable resistance. The brigade of Torrejon 
charged upon them, and they lost many officers and sold- 
The action became general; our line advanced; the 
in the course of battle, had made the 
troops they met give way and were now at the very 
extreme end of the brow of a hill, closed with the 
enemy. Again the affray became desperate, the dead 
and wounded increased on both sides; the one attacked 
gallantly, the other defended bravely; none yielded; the 
combat was prolonged for whole hours, and at the end, 
only after unheard-of efforts, did they succeed in rolling 
the enemy to their last position. Two more of their 
pieces and a field forge fell into our hands. 

“At this time there came on a heavy shower of rain, 
and the troops, dead with fatigue, halted. Taylor hav- 
ing tenaciously receded from hill to hill, and losing all, 
after an obstinate resistance prepared to make his final 
stand before yielding the palm of victory. But the 
battle had ceased; the charge feebly made was the last 
stroke of our forces. The enemy did not believe them- 
selves routed, for so well had they lost all their positions, 
except one, which was sufficient still to present a hostile 
attitude that they feigned the glory of having conquered. 
On our part, the Army was claimed victorious, alleging 
in proof the trophies captured, the positions taken and 
the divisions vanquished. The truth is, our arms routed 
the Americans in all the encounters, and so far the issue 
of the battle was favorable to us. There had been three 
partial triumphs, but not a victory.” 

It was et Buena Vista that Gen. Wool remarked to 
Gen. Taylor: “General, we are whipped.” Gen. Taylor 
replied, “That is for me to determine.” How he deter- 
mined it history records. As Gen. Wilcox tells us in his 
history of the Mexican War: “The battle of Buena 
Vista, in view of the character of the troops engaged 
on the side of the Americans, was very remarkable and 
most creditable. All the infantry with Gen. Taylor were 
volunteers; of these but one regiment, the Mississippi 
Rifles, had been under fire, and that on only one occasion 

the battle of Monterey. Four-fifths of the cavalry 
were volunteers and had never been in battle; all the bat- 
teries were of the regular Army, and the service they 
rendered could hardly be over-estimated.” One of the 
chief lessons of the battle was the importance of main- 
taining a high standard for our artillery. We submit the 
lesson to Congress, which shows such reluctance to give 
attention to Army matters that it closes the first ses- 
sions of the Fifty-fourth Congress leaving the Army as it 
was found, after opening that session with a deceptive 
display of interest in the military service. Let us hope 
that this Congress wil] not finally close its second session 
without doing its duty toward the services. The spirit 
shown at the opening of the session when war threat- 
ened, contrasted with present indifference, recalls the

The correspondent of the London “Times” reaches 
the conclusion that Spain has but a small chance of suc- 
cess against Cuba. He says: “The insurgents are 
credited with about 40,000 fighting men, well supplied, no 
doubt, with arms, but lacking the advantages of discip- 
line. The Spanish Army in Cuba amounts to 135,000 
regulars, and there are in addition about 40,000 volun- 
teers, who ought, man for man, to be as good as the 
insurgents. Altogether, therefore, Spain has 175,000 
men under arms—that is to say, there is one Spanish 
soldier in the island to every ten inhabitants, inclusive 
of women and children. Yet with this apparently over- 
whelming superiority of force, Spain is absolutely power- 
less to make head against the insurgents, and, indeed, is 
losing ground, notwithstanding the optimist but obviously 
superficial statements supplied for the consumption of 
the Spanish people.” 


The Military Academy and the Army are to be con- 
gratulated upon the appointment by the President of 
Capt. Gustav J. Fiebeger, C. E., as Profesor of Civil 
and Military Engineering. Prof. Fiebeger was born 
in Akron, Q., May 9, 1858, and has therefore twenty-six 
years of service on the active list before him. He entered 
the Military Academy in June, 1875, from which he 
was graduated four years later and commissioned 2d 
Lieutenant in the Corps of Engineers. Upon his comple- 
tion of a three years’ tour of duty with the battalion of 
engineers at the Engineering School of Application at 
Willets Point, he discharged for one year the duties 
of Engineer Officer, of the Department of Engineers, 
and was then ordered to the Military Academy, where 
he served from 1883 to 1888 as an instructor and assis- 
tant professor in the Department of which he is now 
the head. In 1888 he became for some years the assis- 
tant of Col. Craighill, taking charge of various works of 
river and harbor improvements in Virginia and North 
Carolina, and subsequently served under the Engineer 
Commissioner of the District of Columbia, having charge 
of various public works of the City of Washington. 

The new professor of the Military Academy has a 
most excellent professional reputation in the, Engineer 
Corps of the Army, and is said by his new colleagues to 
be one of the best equipped and most progressive officer's 
of that corps for the important chair which he has been 
called upon to fill at the Military Academy. He is thor- 
oughly familiar with the French and German languages, 
and will therefore be able to avail himself—for the 
use of his department of instruction, of the rich stores of 
military literature in these languages. In this particular 
his appointment is highly commendable and of great bene- 
fit to the Academy. It introduces into the Academic 
Board a new and important element, for, as far as we 
know, he is the first professor of the Military Academy 
to whom the important duty of teaching the art and 
conduct of war is confided, who, through his knowledge 
of foreign languages, has original sources of information 
at his command, instead of being obliged to depend upon 
the more circumscribed and oftentimes unsatisfactory 
field of translation. We heartily congratulate Prof. 
Fiebeger upon his appointment. He has before hiin 4 
great field of usefulness and splendid opportunities to 
make himself a name and add glory to his famous »lma 
mater, 





Army officers are beginning to believe that the Assist- 
ant Secretary of War is suffering some distemper from 
his attempts to digest the emergency ration recommended 
by the board, which passed on this subject some weeks 
ago.

Bacon, hard bread, pea 
soup and salt and pepper are, it is understood, the re- 
maining ingredients in the ration recommended.

them on the retired list. The report of the committee 
summarizes the military service of these men and their 
faithful and heroic performance of duty upon the Arctic 
expedition under Gen. Greely when thirteen of their 
comrades died of starvation and says: “Your committee 
believe that the Arctic service of the survivors of this 
remarkable expedition should be considered as sufficient 
to entitle them to be placed on the retired list. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs have re 
favorably the bill to promote Commo. William P. Mc- 
Cann, retired, to be a Rear Admiral on the retired list. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions have reported 
favorably the bill to increase the pension of the widow of 
paneer Engr. Charles H. Baker, U. S. N., to $30 per 
month. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions have re- 
ported favorably the bills to pension the widow of Brig. 
Gen. Thomas Lincoln Casey at $75 per month; .to grant 
a pension to the widow of Col. Franklin N. Flint; to 
increase the pension of the widow of Capt. D. Pratt 
Mannix, U. S. Marine Corps, to $30 per month; and to 
pension the widow of Mate Lewis G. Cook, U. S. N., 
at $20 per month. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions have re-

band was serving in the Army or Navy of the United 
States during the war of the rebellion, she shall not be 
required to | Seen BS proof concerning the cause of the 
death of such husband, but she shall be accorded all 
the rights to which she would be entitled if she had 
proven that his death resulted from disabilities con- 
tracted in such service: Provided, That no _ pension 
granted by virtue of the provisions of this Act shall 
extend to or include any time prior to the passage 
thereof. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs on Tuesday 
took up the bill which has passed the Senate to increase 
the pay of non-commissioned officers in the Army, and 
reported it to the House without amendment. e bill 
is now on the House calendar and will be called up for 
passage on the first opportunity. As the present session 
is drawing so near a close, there is little probability that 
the Military Committee will have the floor before the 
adjournment, and the bill will, therefore, in all proba- 
bility, go over until the next session. It will then be 
one of the first bills called up by the Military Committee 
and there is every reason to believe it will become a law 
early next winter. The House Committee adopted the 
report which was made upon the bill by the Senate 
Committee. 

The Senate and House have given emphatic expression 
to their opinion that the resident is wrong in 
vetoing the River and Harbor bill, and have repelled 
with much indignation his criticisms upon it, showing 
in their reports that the facts are not as he states them 
to be. In the Senate only five members voted to sus- 
tain the veto, and more than two-thirds of the Demo- 
cratic Senators voted to override it.

The conferences on the Fortification Appropriation bill 
agreed upon a report this week and it was accepted by 
both Houses of , tlemnad While the bill, in its final 
shape, is hardly as satisfactory as the form in which it 
passed the Senate, it is so much better than any Forti- 
fication bill that has passed Congress since the work of 
reconstructing the coast defenses of the country was 
undertaken, that the country has reason to be well satis- 
fied with it. The principal change made by the confer- 
ence committee from the bill as it passed the Senate, was 
to reduce the amount of direct appropriations for the 
construction of fortifications from $5,000,000, as pro- 
posed by the Senate, to $2,500,000, and authorize addi- 
tional contracts to the amount of $2,500,000. ‘he 
amount provided for this purpose by the bill is not 
changed, but only half of it is made available during the 
next fiscal year. The appropriations under various 
heads for the armament of fortifications was made 
2,075,000, instead of $1,729,000, as proposed by the 
fouse, and $2,576,000 as proposed by the Senate. The 
authorization for additional contracts under this head 
is made $1,695,076, instead of $2,167,276, as proposed by 
the House, and $1,079,076, as proposed by the Senate. 
The appropriation for the payment for guns manufac- 
tured under contract with the Bethlehem Iron Works 
is made $650,000, instead of $97,449, as p by the 
House, and $1,000,000, as proposed’ by the Senate. The 
other increases made by the Senate are concurred in. 
The bill as it passed the House ey $5,845,837 
and authorized contracts additional to that sum to the 
amount of $5,542,276, making in all, for fortifications 
and authorizations, $11,384,613. The bill as it passed 
the Senate apropriated $10,763,888 and authorized con- 
tracts additional thereto to the amount of $1,079,076, 
making in all, for appropriations and authorizations, 
$11,842,964. The bill as agreed upon by the conference 
committee appropriates $7,377,888 and authorizes con- 
tracts additional thereto to the amount of $4,195,076, 
making in all, appropriations and authorizations, $11, 
57. ‘

Information has reached the Navy Department to the 
effect that Japan has ordered that inclined turrets be 
placed on board her battleships under construction by 
English contractors. This is the result of a careful in- 
vestigation of the whole turret scheme, and in view of 
the many advantages of inclined turrets over those of 
the vertical type, it was decided to adopt them. Officials 
of the Navy Department, like Chief Naval Constr. Hich- 
born, who advocated the adoption of inclined turrets on 
board battleships of the Indiana class, point to the plans 
of Japan as a recognition of the value of the type which 
they believe to be the best. Chief Naval Constr. Hich- 
born is preparing a lengthy argument for submission to 
Secretary Herbert, urging that in case of the battle- 
ships to be authorized at this session of Congress, in- 
clined turrets be a feature of the plans. This will be 
opposed by the Ordnance Bureau, on the ground that it is 
difficult to make armor as easily for inclined turrets as 
for those of the vertical type. The fact that Japan, 
which is just now making rapid strides in naval pro- 
gress, should have adopted inclined turrets for her battle- 
ships, is a good indication of the value of this type, and 
will be so stated by the constructors when the time 
comes. 

It is expected at the Navy Department that several 
ships of Rear Adml. Bunce’s squadron, among them his 
flagship the New York, will be sent to the New York 
Navy Yards, just as soon as money becomes available 
through the expected passage of the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill, for docking and repairs. The indications are, 
therefore, that it will be the end of ry | before the 
squadron commences the programme which has been laid 
down for the summer. In case the New York is laid up 
at the Navy Yard for any length of time, Rear Adml. 
Bunce, it is thought, will transfer his flag to the Maine, 
which will leave Hampton Roads in a day or so for 
Tompkinsville. 

Rear Adml. Bunce discussed with Secretary Herbert, 
on Tuesday last, the programme for the summer maneu- 
vers of his fleet. It may be stated positively that there 
was absolutely no discussion between the two officials 
with regard to the Cuban question. Adml. Bunce ar- 
rived early Tuesday morning and returned to Tompkins- 
ville Tuesday evening. 

Secretary Carlisle now has the case of Capt. Healy, of 
the Revenue Cutter Service, under consideration, and is 
expected to lay it before the President within the next 
few days. It is understood that the recommendation of 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin involved the setting aside 
of thesentence of dismissal imposed by the board, and 
the sentencing of Healy to suspension probably for five 
years. : 

The State Department has submitted to the Navy De- 
vartment reports received from Mr. Baker, United States 
Minister at Managua, Nicaragua, giving commendatory 
accounts of the action of Comdr.

Alert at Corinto on 
May 2. These reports state that on the date mentioned, 
Comdr. Hanford, in conjunction with Capt. Dyke, com- 
manding the British warship Comus, landed a force of 
about 100 marines, which gave thorough protection to 
foreign interests in the city and prevented a drunken 
mob from doing great injury. The marines were landed 
at the solicitation of the United States Commercial

-quest from the commandant of. the town, 


A strong effort is being made by the armor manufact- 
urers to have the Navy Department change the speci- 
fications for armor for the battleships Kearsarge and 
Kentucky so as to permit of the casting of smaller and 
lighter plates. If the Department agrees to the con- 
tractors’ desires, it is said that they will be able to expe- 
dite their work and at the same time run less risk of hav- 
ing the material injured in treatment. It is not meant 
by this that the contractors wish the Government to les- 
sen the thickness of armor. But in the matter of length 
and width they believe that a reduction should be made, 
and in it they can foresee no possible injury to the Gov- 
ernment. At present, some of the plates manufactured by 
the Bethlehem and Carnegie companies, particularly in 
the case of the Iowa’s 15-inch turrets, weigh thirty-five 
and forty tons, and sometimes more. In order to obtain 
a plate of this size, it is necessary to cast about a 
hundred-ton ingot, which is forged down. Oftentimes, 
half of the ingot is thrown away in the hope that the 
lower half has escaped the piping, which usually runs 
down the center of the metal. The piece selected is then 
given the remainder of the treatment. ‘It is only then 
that defects can be ascertained by aid of a long 
miscroscope.

As they passed the reviewing stand they made an ex- 
ceptionally fine appearance, and even those prone to 
criticism could find no fault with Uncle Sam’s represen- 
tatives.

J. P. Parker, of the New York; 2d Company, 
Lieut. T. M. Braumby, of the New York; 3d Company, 
Lieut. F, K. Hill, of the New York; 4th Company, Lieut. 
J. M. Poyer, of the Montgomery; 3d Battalion Blue- 
jackets, Lieut. C. A. Gove, U. 8. N., of the Cincinnati, 
commanding; Ist Company, Lieut. J. H. Gibbons, of 
the Raleigh; 2d Compony, Ensign G. H. Cooper, of the 
Raleigh; 3d Company, Lieut. Roger Wells, of the Cin- 
cinnati; 4th Company, Ensign H. C. Kuenzli, of the 
Cincinati. The Naval contingent, it is almost unneces- 
iry to say, received an ovation all along the route for 
their splendid showing. Next came the gallant 69th, 
under command of Col. Smith, parading in two battal- 
ions of 10 companies of 16 filles each. It never looked 
better, and divided the honors with the regular forces, 
The Grand Army posts of war veterans, whose ranks 
are rapidly thinning, then passed, followed by civic or- 
ganizations and school boy battalions. Among others 
present on the grandstands were Maj. Gen. T. H. Ruger, 
. S. A., commanding the Department of the East; 
Commo. Sicard, of the Navy; Gen. Franz Sigel, Gen. 
Horace Porter, Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, Gen. Anson 
G. MeCook, Col. S. V. R. Cruger, Judge Van Hoesen, 
Adjt. Gen. MeAlpin, and James S. Graham, commander 
of the Department of New York, Grand Army of the 
Republic. The parade was dismissed after it had passed 
through the Washington Arch, at Washington square, 
where George Van Schack, Grand Marshal of the Grand 
Army of the Republic for the day, was saluted. 


PARADE IN BROOKLYN, 


A parade upon which so little adverse eriticism 
can be made, has rarely if ever been witnessed in Brook- 
lyn. Following Gen. Isaac S. Catlin, Grand Marshal 
and Staff, came the U. S. troops, Batteries A and I, and 
Dillenback’s Light Battery K, with their six guns, which 
presented a fine appearance. Batteries A and I paraded 
as infantry, and were equalized in five commands of 
twelve files. Their alignments were splendid, and the 
distances were well kept. Four companies of Marines 
and a detachment of bluejackets followed with their 
usual business-like step and with faultless lines.

A. B. Pusey, Surg.; the Navy Yard band; battalions of 
marines, consisting of four companies, three from the 
Marine Barracks and Vermont, and one from the In- 
diana, commanded by Capt. Richard Wallach, U. S. M. 
C.; battalion of sailors, four companies from the Indiana, 
commanded by Lieut. J. C. Fremont; one company of 
sailors from the Terror, commanded by Lieut. P. J. 
Werlick. After the U. S. troops came the 2d Brigade 
N. Y. N. G., commanded by Brig. Gen. James MecLeer 
and the brigade staff; the 2d Brigade Signal Corps, under 
command of Capt. Leigh, as escort to the brigade com- 
mander. It presented a fine appearance in two platoons 
of sixteen files, splendidly mounted and rode well. The 
gallant 14th, Col. Michel, headed by their magnificent 
band, under the leadership of Lucianco Conterno, pa- 
raded two battalions, each having six commands of 
twelve files, and commanded by Majs. Tobey and Gillon, 
respectively. The distances were well kept, the salutes 
ef the officers well rendered, and the alignment splendid. 
Next came the 47th Regiment, Col. Eddy, looking solid 
and soldierly. The two battalions commanded by Maj. 
Kddy and Quick each paraded four commands of sixteen 
files. The step, distances, salutes and alignments were 
perfect, and they well deserved the applause they re- 
ceived, The 28d, Col. Smith, came next, and certainly 
presented a fine appearance, they also had the largest 
turnout in the brigade, the 1st Battalion, under command 
of Maj. Case parading eleven commands of twelve files, 
and the 2d Battalion, commanded by Maj. Everdell, hav- 
ing ten commands of twelve files. They marched well, 
and it seems on this occasion they surpassed all previous 
efforts, the distances, alignments and salutes were fault- 


less. 

The 13th, under command of Col. Watson, brought 
up the rear of the infantry organizations, and never did 
it appear to finer advantage than on this occasion, and 
with all due respect to the others it must be said that

A statement has been issued 
showing the degree of advancement towards completion 
attained by all the ships of war now building in the 
United States. The plan adopted is to show the per- 
centage of completion that each vessel has arrived at. 
It appears to us that a similar system might be most 
advantageously adopted by the Admiralty, and if each 
dockyard sent in quarterly returns regarding the condi- 
tion of advancement of the vessels being built there, 
the summary of these statements could be compiled at 
Spring Gardens, and the public would have the satisfae- 
tion of seeing exactly what progress was being made 
towards the completion of all new vessels, and would 
be able to form a fairly good opinion of when each ship 
would be finished. T hey would become far more famil- 
iar with the resources of the country, and be enabled 
to follow with interest the achievements of the different 


yards, and see how the money set aside for construction 


was being expended, and what good results were accru- 
ing therefrom.” =
